DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

EUROPE. 
London, Sept. 2G.—-MiniBter Layard 
telograpba Lord l)erby that tbo case 
of the GeBhoffs is a seiioua one, ami 
the latter informs tbe mayor of Mnu- 
ohester of Lis representations to the 
porte, and hopes thoy will not be in- 
effectual, although he haa no means of 
judging how far the Geshoffs have 
been implicated in designs against the 
porte. 

A correspondent at Segalence t olo- 
graphs that discontent and discourage- 
ment are great in the llussiau army. 
The officers regard success hopeless. 
. While the headquarters' staff remains 
unchanged, no improvements seem 
likely. Half the army will ba invalided 
Boon after bad weather. 

ToAUNUE, Sept. 25.— The Turlcish 
loBses at Plevna seem to be as great 
as the Russian. Trustworthy informa- 
tion is received that 14,000 ■wounded 
are still in Plevna whom tho Turks arc 
unable to remove. 

London, Sept. 27. — A Riigsiau offi- 
cial dispatch issued at Gorney Studon 
says: On tho 220d about 10,000 Turk- 
ish infantry from Sofia, supported by 
artillery, forced their way through our 
cavalry posted to iniercupt thera lurd 
entered Plevna. Furthor details uig 
wanting. All quiet around Rustcbuck 
and in the Balknus. 

ViKHNA, Sept. 27. — 111 tho Austrian 
reichsrath to day Prince Auersbarg, 
president of th^ council, declared that 
the government maintained its policy 
of perfect neutrality regarding tho 
contingency of Servia'a participiition 
in tbe war. Ho said tbe government 
could not declare its policy in antici- 
pation of events. 

Cettinje, Sept. 27. — At Gorauako 
the Montenegrins took 3,000 regular 
prisoners, and captured three cunnou 
and 500 rifles. Tho Montenegrins 
have also occupied Piva, captiiuod b'ort 
Cokvica and now hold the whole teiri- 
tory as far as Potsehay • They ;bave 
totally burned Bilik and the surround* 
ing Tillages after sending the sick, 
wounded and non-combatants to Tre- 
binje. 

Pestu, Sept. 27. — In tbo Hungariau 
diet to-day. Prime Sliuister Tzsa said 
the government's policy consisted now, 
as formerly , in the protection of the 
interests of the country without war if 
possible, but at the same time in pro- 
tecting them in my contingency; also 
in seeing that nothing took place in 
the east without tbe consent of Aus- 
tria and Hungary. If Servia broke 
the peace Austria and Hungary would 
not impede Turkey's action against 
her. As regarded the th!ree emperors' 
; alliance, that alliance did not exist in 
the sense that tbo emiserors intended, 
and the three powers had not entered 
into engagementswith each other upon 
the eastern question, or upon other 
concrete questions. The emperors and 
their governments had only agreed in 
the interest of European peace to pro- 
ceed in harmony; but, in common on 
any question which might ariso, thoy 
had succeeded in this for several years 
and even now tho fact that the war 
has not become a European "one .was 
partly due to their amicable relations. 
The three Einperor.i' alliance might 
again be of service in maintaining 
peace after the close of tho i^rcsout 
war. Tbe fact that one of the parties 
to the alliances had entered upon a war 
contrary too the views of tbo two 
others, throws no responsibility upon 
those others, particularly not an 
Austria, fle denied that tbo govern- 
ment wished tbo dismembornieuf; of 
Turkey. In answer to aquestion rela- 
tive to the Salzburg interview he said 
Austria's relations- with Germany were 
Tory good, as* they had been for a long 
time. 

Vienna, Sept. 27. — Newspapers an- 
nounce that in consoqueiice of the 
large concentration of Russian troops 
and the diQiciilty of obtaining sii implies 
on account of bad weather, Meliciuet 
Ali on tho 21th commenced retreating 
to -his former positions : on the Hara; 
Lorn. 

London, Sept. 2G. — It is reported 
that by the Czar's order tbo que^:tion 
of war or peace has been discussed Ijy 
a council of ministers at St. Petors- 
burg. Grand Duke Constantino, who 
proposed it, and the ministers of war 
pronounced for a continuauoo of tbe 
war, The other ministers were in fav- 
or of peace negotiations.

and 4 gunn. Tbo report is probaldy 
unfounded as no official conliruiation 
has been received. 

The mobilization of troops continues. 
The new RuHsic 'i consul goiu;ral is 
expected with instructions from Rus- 
sian headquarters. Russia insists on

to relieve Plevna. Servia is abou^to 
demand tho withdrawal of Turkish 
troojis from tbe Servian frontier.

BANK OF BRITISH COLUMBIA. 

The half-yearly mosting of the pro- 
prietors xvas bold on September 'Itb. at the 
ofllcos of the bonk, Mr. Eobert Gillespie 
In the chair. The report and accounts 
having been taUen as read, the Chairman, 
in meving their adoption, suid bo yvas 
sorry to find that the remarks which he 
made at the lust meeting wore regarded 
by some proprietors ns rather lugubrious. 
What he said on such occasions was based 
on facts and figures, aud it bud nhvaye 
been his aarnest desire to adhere to these, 
whetHel^'iili^y Vei*e''l«sa • satisfftctory than 
usudror not. He regretted that on that 
oconsion the Eonrd hiid to submit liguros 
■wbioh wore on » docronsed scalo. The 
fearful depression and restriction of triule 
had, he was Borry to sny, continnod dur- 
ing the last six mouths, and tliepo had 
militated ■Briously against the bank's do- 
ing an inoieased business or obtaining a 
large amount of profit. The balance in 
hand showed how difficult it wna to em- 
plov capital profitably. Tboy li:ul urged 
tho'nacossity of great caution upon the 
managers, .ind hence the satisfactory fea- 
ture of their havinc avoided any serious 
loss; and while the number of accounts 
had not increased,jtheyjUaa'not lost any 
of importance. Ho' was aware that some 
proprietors thought the board rnaJo a 
fatal mistake in calling up more capital. 
If they could have foreseen Iho extraor- 
dinary circumstances of trade they \rould 
have hesitated to call "p more capital; 
but they could not do that. The profit of 
the last half year was leas thanl,.,the two 
preceding ones. They had endeavoured 
to keep down the oxpenso.bnt he regretted 
that they wore not in a position to add to 
th« reserve fund, though the amount carri- 
ed forward was larger than that in the pre- 
Tionshalf. The policy of the directors 
was to strengthen, as far as they possibly 
could, the ro?crves, and so long as they 
had the confidence of the proprietors thoj 
would continue to carry out that policy. 
The. correspondence that came before 
thorn, and what they learned through 
other channels, led them to hope and ox- 
paot that tney would sea a considerable 
improvement in the commerce of Ameri- 
ca oefore the close of th» year, and that 
must have an efTect upon the trade of the 
Paeiflo coast, although ho regretted to say 
that the crops there were not so largo as 
those in the west. He saw no reason wh v 
they ^liquia^ feel doprossed, or why they 
should not be able to maintain the pre- 
•ent dividend, and even to secure iin in- 
crease. Sir James Anderson (a director) 
neoondedthe motion, which, after a short 
(disousdion, was adoi^ted. A . dividend for 
• the half year at the rate of sevenporcent.

Execution at Seattle, W. T. 

On Friday last John Thompson, under 
sentence of death for the murder of Solo- 
mon Baxter, sufibrad tho extreme penalty 
of the law at Seattle. The Tribune says 
that a largo number of men and two wo- 
mou hung round tbo gaol fence or occu- 
])ied places on tho roofs of adjoining 
honssK. In anticipation of a roprivo the 
oxeoution was delayed till lyi o'clock in 
tho afternoon, when the doomed man as- 
cended the scaffold. Thompson reiterat- 
ed his assertions of innocence, stating 
that what ho did was done in self defence, 
and that under other and fairer circum- 
slanccn the reaulfc of his trial would havo 
boan dill'erent, Mr. Macfia then prayed 
with and for him, after which Thompson 
made some other remarks, of a moral 
character, and worthy of any man, con- 
cluding them with a sign indicating his 
readiness to meet hiB death. His hands 
and foet were tied, tho black cap placed 
over his head, tho noose put round his 
neck, the signal given, and John Thomp- 
son, committing his soul to his Saviour, 
dropped through tho soalTold. His nock 
was broken by the fall, and with a con- 
vnUivo twitch or two of tho legs, his 
lifo qiiielily depaitjd his body. His 
exccniiou and death was ono of tho calm- 
est and ea.'iiest over witiiessod, ;md show- 
ed the perfection of every arrangement 
mado by tho careful oflioera. After allow- 
ing him to hang for half an hour or more, 
to make sure, he was cut down, and,' a 
cofiiu being ready, he was placed in it 
and buried. Tho Seattle pai)ora say that 
Thompson wa.i tho fir.-it whito man legal- 
ly oxecHted in Washington Territory.
